We again submit our report with various statistics. 

The list of books used in the schools remains the same as last 
year. 

Needed repairs have been made on the school property. The 
houses are in very good condition, though each year additional 
expenditures will be required to properly preserve them. | 

The teachers have been Miss. Annie P. Day of Haverhill, 
Mass.; Miss Minnie E. James, Thornton, N. H.; Miss Maria L. 
Lane, Miss Stella Simonds, Miss Mabelle A. Foss, and Mrs. 
Alice E. Durgin, all of this town. 

Their zeal has been equal, and their work good, and the long 
experience of some of them has been very advantageous to the 
schools. 

We have employed home talent, as much as possible, with 
what we consider good results. The town is fortunate in hay- 
ing so good teachers within its limits. 

We again urge that parents visit the schools frequently, and, 
if they find anything to criticise, that they confer with the 
School Board and make such suggestious as occur to them. 

The schools will thus be benefitted, for the Board are merely 
servants of the town and desire that the schools shall be conduct- 
ed in a manner satisfactory to parents and tax-payers alike. 

If any persons have been displeased with the management 
during the past year they have certainly made no complaint to 
the Board. 

The conclusion is, therefore, that causes of complaint have 
been lacking.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


UNION DISTRICT, 


We take pleasure in reporting that the school work of the past 
year has been attended with a fair measure of success. Every- 
thing has gone on much in the usual way. - There has been no 
serious sickness in the village to interfere with the attendance 
of pupils; and, what is very gratifying to report, we have been 
able to retain the same teachers throughout the year. ‘This is 
one reason why the work of the year has been successful. All 
the teachers are faithful and pains-taking workers of experience 
and proved efficiency ; and we think that their efforts for the 
mental and moral welfare of their pupils, have been appreciated 
by all thoughtful parents and guardians. The teachers seem to 
recognize the fact, which is so much insisted on by the manag- 
ers of the best and most successful schools of the country, that 
it must be the aim of all right education, not only to train the 
young mentally, but also to develop and foster in them rever- 
ence, truthfulness, obedience, self-respect, self-reliance, respect 
for the rights of others, habits of temperance, purity and neat- 
ness. 

It must bea source of thankfulness to all who take an inter- 
est in the welfare of the schools, that the teachers in all the de- 
partments, have succeeded in maintaining discipline without 
severity. Those who have the happy faculty of combining 
gentleness with firmness, and who control their temper under 
every provocation, will always be the most successful in receiv- 
ing cheerful obedience and in gaining the good-will and respect 
of their pupils. 
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It is expected that, through the efforts of the Principal, the 
schools will be so graded during the coming year, as to leave time 
for the introduction of some higher studies in the Grammar 
school. This would be adesirable change, and very helpful es- 
pecially to those whose school life, for lack of means, necessari- 
ly closes with such free educational advantages as the district 
affords. 

The opportunity to pursue higher studies would also be of 
much advantage to all who wish to qualify themselves in a more 
- thorough manner, than has lately been possible in the graded 
schools, for entrance to schools of higher education. 

It is not apprehended that this addition to the studies pursued 
in the schools, would involve any additional expense, except for 
text-books. But whatever little increase of expense there may 
be, will, we think, be cheerfully provided for, especially when 
it is remembered that many villages not larger than Tilton, do 
not think their educational duties discharged, until they have 
provided a good high school, free to all within their limits. 

We are sorry that, owing to the state of the treasury, we have 
not been able todo much towards the improvement of the school 
property. Something, however, has been accomplished, and 
prehaps as much as could be expected with the limited means 
at our disposal. A new register has been opened in the Gram- 
mar school through which the room can be heated in a more 
satisfactory manner than heretofore. The ungainly fence in 
front of the school building has been removed, much to the im- 
provement of the grounds; and the fence in the rear of the 
school has been straightened, and the boundary of the school 
grounds more correctly defined. One of the rooms and some of 
the passages have been brightened up with whitewash; and Lan- 
guage Charts, which are of much assistance to the teachers and 
helpful to the scholars, have been placed in three of the rooms. 

It is our earnest hope that sufficient money will be voted at 
the next meeting of the district, or as soon as possible, to put 
the school building in thorough repair and to make it more at- 
tractive, both inside and outside, so that it may be in keeping 
with the rest of this beautiful village and the magnificent scenery 
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which surrounds us on every side. The people of Tilton will 
then, not only be proud of their village and the unsurpassed 
natural scenery of the surrounding country, but also proud of 
their tasteful and well-appointed school edifice. 

A most important measure to be discussed at the approach- 
ing meeting of the district, and which we earnestly recommend, 
is the construction of a sewer from the school to theriver. This 
would be of benefit to the grounds, and would make it possible 
to remove the out-buildings, by affording facilities for introduc- 
ing into the basement all necessary conveniences for the use of 
the schools. 

The school grounds could be improved and made more attract- 
ive in appearance by grading. This would require only a small 
expenditure of the funds. 

We are convinced that the carrying out of these suggestions, 
with regard to repairs and inprovements in the school building 
and its surroundings, would tend to promote the end for which 
the schools were established. 

It has been brought to our attention that many of the towns 
around us employ a music teacher, who usually gives one lesson 
a week in vocal music to each school. ‘Some such instruction 
in the union district, by a competent teacher, would be of great 
benefit to the scholars, and, we think, would receive the hearty 
approval of the people of the village. We trust that an appro- 
priation can be made for this worthy object. 

The law establishing the union district provides that the Board 
of Education shall consist of three members who shall be elec- 
ted annually. Under this law the three members, if they are 
willing to serve, may be reelected for several years in succession, 
and they may all go out of office together. It would evidently 
be a better plan, and for the best interest of the district and the 
teachers to elect one new member of the Board every year, so 
that the work may always be carried on under the management 
or advice of those who have had experience in the affairs of the 


schools. 
In conclusion, we wish to thank those parents and others who 


have helped the teachers by their interest, sympathy, and en- 
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couragement, and who have co-operated with us, in our endeav- 
ors, to promote the welfare of the schools intrusted to our care.
